The emphasis is on charity, in the sense of 
love of God and neighbor, on learning to know, love and serve God better, and on learning 
how to combat the obstacles to love of neighbor and the development of a personal spiritual 
life. The book is full of solid information and sound practical advice. It contains 
spiritual reflections and persuasive exhortations.

Subtitled, "A Discussion of Philosophical Problems Originating in Modern 
Mathematics", this volume is another in the new series of Impact Books, designed to make 
the average reader familiar with new developments in different departments of modern 
thought. The author discusses the difference between Euclidean and non-Euclidean geo- 
metries, the question of the geometry of the external world, the need for collaboration 
between philosophers and mathematicians to arrive at adequate definitions of mathematics 
and the concept of numbers,the problem of an infinite multitude, and the differences, re- 
lationships, and respective values and applications of Aristotelian and symbolic logic. 
This is not a complete treatise on the philosophy of mathematics, but it does contain some 
very useful information and some very practical comments and criticism for use by the 
scholastic philosopher of today, who, the author's material suggests, is extremely naive 
about mathematical data, and particularly unenlightened in the area of the philosophy of 
mathematics. It is doubtful that the average reader will be reached by the contents and 
the method of presentation of this volume. It is to be hoped, however, that at least 
students and professors of scholastic philosophy will be stimulated by what the author has 
to say. There is certainly a serious need to bring such matters as the author treats of 
to the attention of modern Catholic philosophers and the professors and students in Catholic 
colleges and universities.

With regard to each Gospel, there is first a short introduction, 
then a brief reference to the character and source of the Gospel, followed by a 
scholarly exegesis based on the latest scriptural scholarship, in turn followed by 
some "Hints for Homiletics", based on the Gospel text. The exegetical notes and his- 
torical background material are valuable aides to the comprehension of the Gospel 
text. The homiletical hints are very general andi relate to very obvious, but also 
very important, lessons to be drawn from each Sunday Gospel.

Ozanam, who was known as “the Great Friend" and was 
one of the most distinguished Catholics leaders of 19th century Europe, is here portrayed 
in all his aspects, as son, husband, father, friend, student, professor, orator, historian, 
social critic, man of affairs, apologist, citizen and Catholic. In an era when anti- 
Catholicism was rife, he abandoned his law practice to become a fighter in the cause of his 
faith. His magnetism and courage helped overcome opposition to Catholics in the universi- 
ties of France. But today he is known to the thousands of Catholic actionists as the 
founder of the St. Vincent de Paul Society.

Persons-in-communion-with-one-another is no more a feature of western social organization 
than it is of communistic collectivist society. Even religious organization in the west 
is not without its serious defects in this respect. The author looks hopefully back to 
the eremitical ideal of former Christian ages. Part Qne contains a beautiful, incisive 
essay on "The Pasternak Affair", an interesting and provocative essay on the monks of Mt. 
Athos and an appealing introduction to The Ladder of Ascent of St. John Climacus. Part 
Tw: includes a profound discourse on “The Power and Meaning of Love" and a forceful essay 
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on "Christianity and Totalitarianism". Part Three contains seven short essays on 
various subjects of artistic, historical, and mystical interest. As the author 
himself states, "The subjects are more or less controversial", and he is “simply 
thinking out loud about certain events and ideas which seem to (him) to be signi- 
ficant, in one way or another, for the spiritual and internal life of man."

CHRISTIAN ATTITUDES TOWARD WAR AND PEACE $4.75 


If our world soon doesn't solve the problem of making peace, there will be no 
need to solve any other problems, and so every contribution toward the understanding of 
the question and every even tentative answer to it deserves a hearing, especially when 
it comes from a mind as informed and a life as witnessing as Yale's Professor of Church 


History. This is an attractive book, copiously illustrated and written to be read by 
all. The three classic attitudes of the Church toward war, - Pacifism, the Just War and 


The Crusade - are given careful treatment historically, theologically and Biblically. The 
failure of all these approaches and the endeavor to protest, as the peace churches did, or 
to outlaw war, as the nations did, are all reviewed. But Roland Bainton is no objective 
historian willing merely to present all the possibilities and difficulties. Rather, he is 
an historian with a cause, and he bears his own personal witness to what he believes is 
the only way out of the present dilemma.

He asks, for example, what is to be our attitude towards the use of atomic and hydro- 
gen bombs in view of the fact that 250 of the most modern ones could destroy half of 
the United States. Are deterrence or brinkmanship policies that we can back when the 
choice.is ever more clearly between co-existence and co-nonexistence? What will be the 
attitude of the Christian scientist working on a hydrogen bomb or his reaction when 
invited to engage in research leading to bacteriological warfare? The author, who 

is a physicist of recognized rank and also trained in theology, maintains that a 
scientist's religious faith increases his sensitivity to the ethical implications of 
a job and his sense of moral responsibility for the use to which the products of his 
work is put. He asserts that the Christian who is a scientist should have four ob- 
jectives: to serve human need; to seek truth; to work for better society and to 
worship God.

Arnold Come's chief concern is a re-evaluation of the ministry of the 
Church, but before he can proceed with this, he first works in detail through the 
purpose and mission of the Church, with some surprising and challenging results. 
When he has formulated the function and purpose of the Church, he is in much better 
position to describe what its ministry should be, and he produces some very radical 
thoughts. Not the least is that the present distinction between clerical and lay 
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members of the Church must cease, because all have a specific ministry in the body of 
Christ. Then he challenges us with the fact that the Church has been too much pre- 
occupied with its ministry to itself, and has therefore often lost its mission to the 
world, which can only be discharged by all the members, and not by a few pros doing 
the work for the rest. Above all the Church must recognize that its calling as the 
elect in Christ is not to enjoy privileges, but rather to act as his agents in the re- 
conciliation of the world and every person in it to the will of a heavenly Father who 
has already made himself known not merely by promise, but by the personal revelation of 
himself in Jesus Christ.
